New Tonk, April 23.—Strikers from the 
great sugar refineries along the river front n 
Williamsburg and Green Point yesterday had 
three separate conflicts with the police, in each 
of which the latter were victorious, fortunately 
for the citizens of Brooklyn and their prop- 
erty.

A STUNNING PROPOSITION. 

The owners of the coal lands on the Mo- 
nongahela River, claiming that those 
lands are worth $60,000,000,000, although 
assessed for taxation probably at less than 
a thousandth part of that sum, had in- 
serted in the River and Harbor bill a pro- 
vision authorizing the Secretary of War to 
purchase the works and franchises of the 
Monongshela Navigation Company, or 
even to take possession thereof at 
his discretion, paying therefor a val- 
uation to be ascertained by a commis- 
sion of three engineers to be appointed 
by him from the engineer corps. They 
want the improved navigation of that 
river made free and the locks and dams 
maintained at the public expense for their 
benefit, and, fgaring that this proposition 
might seem too modest, they ask that the 
franchises and property of a chartered 
company shall be confiscated by act of 
Congress and the order of the Secretary 
of War. 

The men who ask all this are notoriously 
in the habit of combining to put up the 
price of coal and to beat down 
the wages of miners. They are con- 
tinually importing gangs of laborers from 
the old world to take the places of strikers 
who are tired of trying to live on 60 cents 
a day. If the Government could do what 
they ask it could also at discretion expro- 
priate their coal lands for the public good. 
By an exercise of the power of eminent 
domain the government can take for pub- 
lio use any railroad, canal or other high- 
way improved and controlled by a char- 
tered company, but not without due 
process of law and paying the value 
awarded by a jury under a writ of ad 
quod damnum. The navigation of the 
Monongahela is now open to com- 
petition. Any coal company can run 
ite own boats on that river by 
paying the tolls which the Navigation 
Company is entitled to collect. It cannot 
lawfully discriminate against any carrier 
or the output of any mine or limit such 
output or fix the market price thereon, as 
railroads and railroad combinations do. 
It the slatkwater navigation of that 
river should be taken for public use 
and paid for at a jury’s valuation 
and meintained at the public ex- 
pense, merely to cheapen the trans- 
portation of coal or to break up a 
a al monopoly, there is much better 
reason demanding that the Govern- 
ment shall buy and control the combined 
roads that control the ancbracite coal sup- 
ply and fix the price of that product to 
all consumers.

A REMARKABLE YARN. 


Deacon Harding's Son-in-Law Convicted of 
Robbing the Former. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DimsraTonu. 

BaTAvia, N. T., April 23.—On the 8th of last 
March George Ibach and his wife of North 
Evans went on a visit to Mrs. Ibach’s father, 
Deacon Erastus B. Harding, a wealthy resi- 
dent of Alexander, this county. At about? 
o’clock the next morning the household was 
awakened by cries of ‘‘Burglars! Murder! 


Help!“ Deacon Harding jumped from bed, 
and found his son-in-law in the kitchen. He 
seemed to be greatly excited. Blood was 
trickling from a wound over the left eye. He 
declared that he had been awakened 
by a burgar in is room. He 
umped up and ppled with the 
ntruder and was knocked senseless by him 
with a stick of wood. Ibach said the burglar 
had robbed him of his watch and $40. No 
traces of the burglar be found. On returning 
to his room Deacon Harding found that he had 
been also robbed of $52 in new bank votes. 
Harding and Ibach drove to Batavia and noti- 
fied Sheriff Robson of the robbery. The 
Sheriff boarded an early train to go to Buffalo 
that morning, and — the passengers he 
saw Ibach. something n the young man’s 
manner struck him as being suspicious, and 
on arriving at Buffalo he e ed a policeman 
to watch him. Ibach was followed to two or 
three stores, where he made smali purchases, 
and had new $10 bills changed. Sheriff Bron- 
son took the responsibility of — n 
Ibach with having himself been the burglar 
and laced him under arrest. e h 
and some change in his possession, the bills 
eing all new ones. Ibach was brought back 
to Batavia. Deacon Harding identified the 
money as the bills that had been stolen from 
him. Ibach then admitted that he had picked 
the money up on the kitchen floor where it had 
been dropped by a burglar, he said, during 
the struggie. Being in need of some money he 
d kept it and said nothing about it. He said 
he had hurt the burglar seriously, and, feeling 
sure that he would call at some doctor’s to 
have his wonnds dressed, Ibach had gone to 
Buffalo in hope of finding some trace of him. 
He found that a man AM the descrip- 
tion of the burglar had been in the office of the 
first doctor Ibach called on in Buffalo, and had 
been sent to a hospital. Ibach went tothe hos- 
ital and found the burglar and then ized 
n him a man who had once saved his life. 
The man begged, on that score, not to be mo- 
lested, and told Ibach to keep the money he 
had found in the kitchen, and Ibach proceeded 
no further against him. He refused ve the 
name of the doctor or the location of the hos - 
pital. Deacon ng expressed awish to 
drop the matter, butthe District Attorney re- 
fused to compromise the case, and Ibach was 
lodged in jail. In spite of the efforts of his 
wife and family, who swore in court yesterda 
when Ibach was putontrial, that they ha 
been awakened by the burglar before Ibach 
seized him, and that there were unmistakable 
evidences of the presence of an outside party 
in the house, the young man was found guilty. 
He did not repeat his remazkabie story of 
tracing the burglar under oath. He was sen- 
tenced to eighteen months in prison.

The present condition of the relations be- 
tween labor and capital are far from satis- 
factory. The discontent of the employed is 
due in alarge degree to the grasping and 
heedless exactions of employers, and the 
2 discriminations in favor of capital is 
an object of Governmental attention. It must 
also be conceded that tne laboring men are 
not always careful to avoid causeless and un- 
justifiable disturbances. Though the im- 

ortance of a better accord between these 
interests is apparent, it must be borne in mind 
that any effort in that direction by the Federal 
Government, must be greatly limited by con- 
stitutional restrictions. There are many 
grievances which legisiation oy Congress can- 
not redress, and many conditions which can- 
not by such means be reformed. lam satis- 
filed, however, that something may be done, 
under Federal authority, to prevent the dis- 
turbances which so often arise from disputes 
between employers and the employed, and 
which at times seriously threaten the business 
interests of the country; and in my opinion,

VOLUNTARY ARBITRATION 
as the means of settling these difficulties. But, 
I . that instead of arbitrators chosen in 
the heat of conflicting claims, and after each 
dispute shall arise, there be created a com- 
mission of labor consisting of three members, 
who shall be regular officers of the Govern- 
ment, charged amo other duties with the 
consideration and settlement, when possible, 
of all controversies between labor and capital. 

Acommission thus organized would have 
the advantage of being a stable body, and its 
members as they gained experience would 
constantly improve in their ability to deal in- 
telligently and usefully with the questions 
whith might be submitted to them. If arbi- 
trators are chosen for temporary service as 
each case or dispute arises, experience and 

with much that is involved in 
uestion will be lacking; extreme parti- 
sanship and bias will be t qualifications 
sought on either side, and frequent com- 
laints of unfairness and partiality will be 
nevitable. The imposition upon a Federal 
court of a duty fore to the judicial funo- 
tion, as the selection of an arbitrator in such 
cases, is at least of doubtful propriety. The 
establishment by Federal authority of such a 
bureau would bea just and sensible recogni- 
tion of the value of labor and of its right to 
be represented in the departments of the Gov- 
ernment.
